Obama urges Americans 
to remember countrymen 
at war 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
made a Memorial Day call to 
Americans Monday not to 
forget their countrymen still 
fighting in Afghanistan even 
as the United States winds 
down its long war there. 

In a somber speech at Ar¬ 
lington National Cemetery, 
Obama evoked by name some 
of those recently buried at the 
military cemetery — a young 


Black Hawk helicopter pilot, a 
humble combat medic, a Ma¬ 
rine remembered for bringing 
his troops home safely. 

’’Fewer Americans are 
making the ultimate sacrifice 
in Afghanistan and that is 
progress for which I am pro¬ 
foundly grateful. This time 
next year we will mark the 
final Memorial Day of our war 
in Afghanistan,” Obama said.

’’But even as we turn a page 
on a decade of conflict, even 
as we look forward, let us 
never forget as we gather 
here today that our nation is 
still at war,” he said. 

Nearly 12 years after the 
September 11, 2001 attacks 
that launched the United 
States into its longest war, 
about 66,000 US troops are 
still deployed in Afghanistan. 

Obama has said that 
34,000 will come home this 
year, and most of the remain¬ 
der by the end of 2014, al¬ 
though a small residual force 
is expected to stay behind to 
train and support Afghan se¬ 
curity forces. 

The US death toll has 
climbed to 2,228 — about half 
the number of US service 


members killed in Iraq, ac¬ 
cording to the website icasu- 
alties.com, which tracks 
those statistics. 

In his speech, Obama 
touched on the growing gulf 
in American society between 
the relatively small number of 
Americans who have borne 
the brunt of the conflict and 
the larger civilian population. 

’’Regardless of the reason 
the truth cannot be ignored 
today that most Americans 
are not directly touched by 
war,” Obama said. 

’’And the consequence is 
not all Americans may see or 
fully grasp the depth of sacri¬ 
fice, the profound costs that 
are made in our name, right 
now, every day, as we speak,” 
he said.

A simple, heartfelt observance of U.S. 
Memorial Day at Costa Linda Resort

Dozens of vacationers, is¬ 
landers and military veterans 
gathered on the beach of the 
Costa Linda Resort yesterday 
morning at 10 AM for the an¬ 
nual observance of U.S. Me¬ 
morial Day conducted by the 
small group that many have 
come to refer to as the ’’Costa 
Linda Vets.” The quiet, per¬ 
sonal ceremony first con¬ 
ducted in 2004 by Frank 
Nini, Rich Lamonth, Bobby 
Nadal and Griff McElroy, 
veterans of the U.S. Armed 
Forces, has grown in scope, 
with many joining them over 
the years for this moment of 
remembrance. 

To encourage the concept 
that the annual ritual honors 
all who have given their lives 
in battle for their country, be¬ 
yond any one country’s bor¬ 
ders, Frank Nini related a tale 
of a young Australian solder 


and the song 
’’Waltzing Matilda.” 

This was a change 
of pace from the an¬ 
nual tradition of 
reciting the poem 
’’For the Fallen.” 

Frank explained 
to the gathering that 
’’Waltzing Matilda” 
was written in 1895, 
and as the most fa¬ 
mous song to come 
out of the continent 
down under, has often 
been proposed to replace their 
national anthem. The song¬ 
writer Eric Bogle used 
’’Waltzing Matilda” as the in¬ 
spiration for his own classic 
song, ’’The Band Played 
Waltzing Matilda,” which 


tells the story of a soldier who 
is injured while fighting for 
Australia at Gallipoli during 
the First World War. 

The song tells the soldier’s 
story from the moment he 
sets off to battle, through the 
fighting, getting injured and 
then returning back to Aus¬ 
tralia after losing both legs. 


Each stage of 
his story is 
punctuated by 
the band play¬ 
ing ’’Waltzing 
Matilda,” 
telling how 
those who 
sang the origi¬ 
nal song, did it 
in honor of this 
young soldier, 
as he would 
never be danc¬ 
ing to it again. 

At this point, ’’The Detail” 
was called to attention by 
Master of Arms, John Web¬ 
ber, USMC, and Mrs. Mc- 
Crum marched into the water 
to release a memorial wreath, 
allowing it to float out to sea. 


’’Taps” was played, and ’’The 
Detail.” was dismissed. The 
brief, heartfelt ceremony al¬ 
ways brings tears to many 
eyes, as those who lost 
beloved husbands, sons, fa¬ 
thers and family to war, re¬ 
member and honor their 
sacrifice.

Downpours 
to drench the 
Caribbean 
this week 

A large mass of tropical mois¬ 
ture is set to impact the 
Caribbean Sea over the next 
couple of days, bringing con¬ 
sistently active weather to the 
region. As a result, a majority 
of the islands’ residents are at 
risk for flooding and other is¬ 
sues provided by such consis¬ 
tent and heavy rainfall. 

High pressure over 
Bermuda is expected to 
strengthen over the next cou¬ 
ple of days, while broad low 
pressure near Central Amer¬ 
ica will push moisture north 
out of South America. An 
area of convergence will be 
found over the Greater An¬ 
tilles through the week, re¬ 
sulting in heavy showers and 
thunderstorms. 

Swine flu kills 
5, infects 236 
in Venezuela 

CARACAS - At least five 
deaths and 236 infections 
from swine flu have been re¬ 
ported in Venezuelan, offi¬ 
cials said. 

Among the five victims, 
two lived in Zulia, two in 
Aragua and one in Lara, ac¬ 
cording to a recently released 
government report. 

Infections scattered across 
the country, while no cases 
have been reported in the cap¬ 
ital Caracas or surrounding 
suburbs. 

Venezuelan Health Minis¬ 
ter Isabel Iturria called on the 
public to remain calm, saying 
vaccines would be sent to the 
most vulnerable sectors. 

Residents in the affected 
areas were told to wear masks 
outdoors and wash hands reg¬ 
ularly, as well as seek medical 
care once symptoms appear. 


New York City launches bike share service 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Ten 
months behind schedule, New 
York City yesterday launched 
what aims to be one of the 
world’s biggest bike share pro¬ 
grams, following in the path al¬ 
ready taken by Paris, Montreal, 
London and Barcelona. 

New Yorkers will now be 
able to move around on the 
6,000 blue ”Citi Bikes" distrib¬ 
uted among 333 stations in 
Manhattan and Brooklyn — the 
first phase of a network that is 
supposed to grow to 10,000 
bikes at 600 stations. 

Light traffic because of the 
Memorial Day holiday made 


for ideal conditions to try out 
the new subscription-based 
service on quiet city streets. 

About 14,000 New Yorkers 
have paid an annual $103 fee 
entitling them to unlimited 
rides of 45 minutes. Daily and 
weekly plans will be available 
as well from June 2. 

Alex Nash, who pedaled 
into Union Square on his first 
”Citi bike" ride at 8:30 am, said 
he was delighted by the experi¬ 
ence despite some glitches. 

"To start with, it was a little 
bit difficult to put it back. ... 
But it's great. I love it," the 
software engineer said. 


The roll-out, which has 
caused changes in traffic pat¬ 
terns and in the urban land¬ 
scape, have caused some 
grumbling among New Yorkers 
who have seen parking places 
disappear and complain the 
bike racks look ugly. 

And there is raging debate 
over the risks posed by a higher 
degree of road sharing among 
cars and bikes in a city not 
known for patience. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg, 
who formally launched the pro¬ 
gram Monday with city trans¬ 
portation commissioner Janette 
Sadik-Khan, told riders it was 


"important to be careful" on the 
Big Apple's streets. 

"It will take some time for 
walkers and drivers to get ac¬ 
customed to seeing thousands 
more bikes on the streets," 
Bloomberg said. 

The initiative operates 
under the same basic scheme 
adopted in other cities with 
bike share programs, with users 
offered daily, weekly and an¬ 
nual plans at varying rates for 
unlimited 30 to 45 minute 
rides. There is a charge for 
rides that last longer. 

The program was supposed 
to have begun in July 2012 but 


it was postponed twice, ini¬ 
tially for logistical reasons, and 
later because some equipment 
suffered flood damage during 
Superstorm Sandy in October. 

When it reaches full 
strength, the New York bike 
share program will be the third 
largest in the world, after the 
Chinese tourist hotspot of 
Hangzhou, which has 60,000 
bikes on offer, and Paris, with 
more than 20,000 cycles. 

Many other cities around 
the world have launched simi¬ 
lar initiatives including Berlin, 
Boston, Brisbane, Melbourne, 
Mexico City, and Washington.

Capriles denounces Globivision for 
refusing to broadcast him live

CARACAS — Television 
channel Globovision, recently 
acquired by a group of share¬ 
holders considered close to the 
government of Nicolas Ma- 
duro, was denounced by the 
Venezuelan opposition leader 
Henrique Capriles, for refusing

to continue broadcast¬ 
ing his live perform¬ 
ances. 

Also, in recent 
days, Globovision for¬ 
malized the closure of 
programs such as “jBuenas 
Noches!” which was con¬ 
ducted by Kiko Bautista, and 
“Alo, Venezuela,” which in¬ 
volved Ismael Garcia, opposi¬ 
tion legislator who delivered a 
controversial recording against 
the government. Both were 
dismissed from their duties, 


while the spaces in which they 
worked, have been filled with 
government broadcasts. 

Yesterday Kiko Bautista an¬ 
nounces during a press confer¬ 
ence that his dismissal was 
formalized. He also denounced 
the ’censorship' being imposed 
on the, so far, only broadcast 
television critical of the go¬ 
vernment. 

This has aroused anger of 
Globovision viewers, espe¬ 
cially in the social network 
Twitter.

Wave of Iraq attacks 
kills 58 


BAGHDAD (AFP) - Attacks 
in the Baghdad area and north¬ 
ern Iraq killed 58 people yes¬ 
terday, the latest in a wave of 
violence that has raised fears 
of a return to sectarian conflict 
in the country. 

The unrest, including bom¬ 
bings in Baghdad that mainly 
targeted Shiite areas, comes at 
a time of heightened tensions 
in Iraq, with the Sunni mino¬ 
rity accusing the Shiite-led 
government of marginalising 
and targeting their community. 

With the new attacks, 
nearly 1,000 people have been 
killed in Iraq in less than two 
months — a bloody wave of 
unrest Iraqi authorities have so 
far failed to stem. 

No group immediately 
claimed responsibility for the 
latest attacks, but Sunni mili¬ 
tants linked to Al-Qaeda often 
set off coordinated explosions, 
in particular targeting Shiites 
whom they regard as apostates, 
in a bid to foster tensions and 
undermine confidence in the 
security forces. 

More than a dozen bom¬ 
bings in and around Baghdad 
killed at least 55 people and 
wounded 187, security and 
medical officials said. 

Two of the blasts, both in¬ 
volving vehicles rigged with 
explosives, went off near used 
car dealerships in Habibiyah, 
destroying dozens of cars as 
Iraq's national football team 
were playing Liberia in a 
friendly at Shaab stadium a 
short distance away. 


After the second explosion, 
fans watching the match 
erupted into screams of "La 
ilaha ila Allah", or "There is no 
God, but God," an AFP jour¬ 
nalist at the stadium said, and 
many tried to look over the sta¬ 
dium's outer wall to see where 
the blasts had taken place. 

Baghdad has been hit by a 
number of bombings, often in 
Shiite areas, so far this month, 
in which dozens of people 
have died. 

Elsewhere, shootings in the 
disputed province of Kirkuk 
killed an anti-Al-Qaeda mili¬ 
tiaman and a private generator 
operator, while a roadside 
bomb in the main northern city 
of Mosul left a police colonel 
dead. 

Iraq's autonomous Kurdish 
region wants to incorporate oil- 
rich Kirkuk over the federal 
government's strong objections 
— a dispute diplomats and offi¬ 
cials say is a major threat to the 
country's long-term stability. 

The areas of northern Iraq 
where the attacks occurred are 
home to substantial popula¬ 
tions of Sunni Arabs, the com¬ 
munity that has for months 
held demonstrations against al¬ 
leged government targeting 
and discrimination. 

While the government has 
made some concessions aimed 
at placating protesters and 
Sunnis in general, such as free¬ 
ing prisoners and raising the 
salaries of Sunni anti-Al- 
Qaeda fighters, underlying is¬ 
sues have yet to be addressed. 


Fire put out on Royal Caribbean 
cruise ship, no injuries 



A fire broke out aboard a Royal Caribbean cruise ship 
early yesterday, forcing the more than 2,000 guests 
aboard to gather at assembly areas while it was extin¬ 
guished, the cruise line said. The company said the fire 
broke out at 2:50 am in a mooring area on the third deck 
of the Grandeur of the Seas as it was enroute to Coco 
Bay, the Bahamas. The blaze was put out two hours later. 
"All 2,224 guests and 796 crew have been accounted for, 
and there have been no injuries of guests or crew re¬ 
ported, " the cruise line said. Two guests were treated for 
fainting, it said. The ship has been diverted to Freeport, 
the Bahamas for further evaluation but the ship's power, 
propulsion and communications systems functioned 
without interruption, Royal Caribbean said.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Con¬ 
victed Dutch gangster Willem 
Holleeder, who gained noto¬ 
riety for the 1983 kidnapping 
of a Heineken beer tycoon, 
was arrested yesterday for ex¬ 
tortion in connection with a 
probe into organised crime, 
prosecutors said. 

Holleeder, six other men 
and three women were roun¬ 
ded up after more than 450 po¬ 
lice and army officers raided 
homes, businesses, safety de¬ 
posit boxes and two sport 
schools in and around Amster¬ 
dam in a massive police ope¬ 
ration. 

"Willem Holleeder was ar¬ 
rested this morning and is sus¬ 
pected of being involved in 
extortion," public prosecution 
spokesman Wim de Bruin told 
AFP. 

Known as "The Nose", 54- 
year-old Holleeder became a 
household name in the Nether¬ 
lands for his role in the abduc¬ 
tion of beer magnate Freddy 
Heineken and his driver three 
decades ago. The two were re¬ 
leased after a ransom of 35 
million Dutch guilders (15 mil¬ 
lion euros, $20 million today) 
was paid. Most of the money 
was never recovered. 


Holleeder was sentenced to 
11 years in 1987 for the kid¬ 
napping and released five 
years later. 

The Heineken kidnapping 
is one of the country’s best- 
known crime sagas and was 
turned into a movie, with a 
new version planned for re¬ 
lease next year. 

Dutch media identified two 
of the other suspects arrested 
in yesterday’s swoop as profes¬ 
sional kickboxer Dick Vrij and 
well-known underworld figure 
Danny K. 

Vrij and Holleeder made 
national news last year after 
being involved in a public 
brawl on a beer terrace in Am¬ 
sterdam. 

The suspected criminal 
ring, which prosecutors nick¬ 
named the "Dutch network", 
was led by two unidentified 
men aged 48 and 43, both 
known to have worked with 
Holleeder, De Bruin said. 

During the raids, police 
confiscated three weapons, 
100 luxury watches, armour- 
plated cars, computers, docu¬ 
ments and several hundred 
thousand euros in cash, the 
prosecution said in a state¬ 
ment.

Tenth arrest made in London attack, 


demo at Downing Street 


FONDON (AFP) - Police in¬ 
vestigating the grisly murder 
of a soldier in Fondon by two 
yesterday, as 1,000 far-right 
protesters demonstrated near 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron’s office. 

A 50-year-old man, held on 
suspicion of conspiracy to 
murder, becomes the tenth per¬ 
son arrested over the hacking 
to death of 25-year-old Fee 
Rigby near a barracks in Wool¬ 
wich on Wednesday. 

This includes the two prime 
suspects, Michael Adebolajo, 
28, and Michael Adebowale, 
22, who remain under armed 
guard in separate Fondon hos¬ 
pitals after being shot by police 
at the murder scene. 

The attack by two men 
spouting Islamist rhetoric has 
sparked community tensions, 
with several mosques attacked 
in recent days and a charity re¬ 
porting a surge in anti-Muslim 


incidents. 

About 1,000 members of 
the English Defence Feague 
(EDF) staged a protest near 
Cameron's Downing Street of¬ 
fice yesterday, waving red and 
white England flags and ban¬ 
ners saying "no surrender". 

EDF leader Tommy Robin¬ 
son addressed the largely male 
crowd on Whitehall, many of 
them shouting "Muslim killers 
off our streets," saying: "They 
have had their Arab Spring. 
This is time for the English 
spring." 

The crowd, about half the 
number who attended a protest 
in the northern city of Newcas¬ 
tle on Saturday, shouted "co¬ 
ward" as Robinson told them 
the prime minister was on hol¬ 
iday "because he doesn't care". 

Cameron, who is spending 
a week in Ibiza with his family, 
last week joined calls by Mus¬ 
lim and Christian leaders for 


calm, saying: "We will defeat 
violent extremism by standing 
together." 

A smaller group staged a 
counter-demonstration yester¬ 
day, a public holiday in 
Britain, holding up an "EDF 
racists" banner and trading in¬ 
sults with the EDF across a 
barrier of police vans. 

Detectives are currently 
trawling through reams of 
CCTV footage, social media, 
forensic evidence and intelli¬ 
gence reports relating the mur¬ 
der, the first fatal Islamist 
attack in Britain since 2005. 

They have yet to interview 
Adebolajo and Adebowale, 
who grew up in Nigerian 
Christian families and con¬ 
verted to Islam in their teens. 

They are "in a stable condi¬ 
tion and will be formally inter¬ 
viewed when it is possible to 
do so", Scotland Yard said.

Antique 
Apple-1 
brings a 
record 
$671K 

— One of only a handful of 37- 
year-old, still-working Apple- 
1 computers sold for a record 
three-quarters of a million dol¬ 
lars Saturday at an auction in 
Germany. 

The record price was paid 
by an anonymous bidder. In an 
interview with the New York 
Times, Auction Team Breker 
of Cologne, which sold the 
Apple-1, said the buyer was a 
’’wealthy entrepreneur from 
the Far East.” 

According to the auction¬ 
eer’s website, the Apple-l’s 
sales price was €420,000, or 
$542,000 at current exchange 
rates. The total, including a 
22.3% commission as well as 
taxes, was $671,400. 

That eclipsed the $640,000 
record for an Apple-1 estab¬ 
lished last November at an 
auction also conducted by 
Breker, and was nearly double 
the upper estimate of approxi¬ 
mately $390,000 set by the 
auctioneer earlier this month. 

The two Apple-Is sold by 
Breker in November and on 
Saturday were in working con¬ 
dition, a rarity for the nearly- 
four-decade-old computer. 
Experts believe that there are 
only six operational Apple-1 
computers remaining, and just 
an estimated 50 or so that have 
survived in all. 

The Apple-1 that sold yes¬ 
terday, like each of the approx¬ 
imately 200 made, was a 
simple circuit board hand-built 
by Apple co-founder Steve 
Wozniak in 1976.

Report lauds Africa growth, 
admonishes abuses by 
multinationals 


Summary of the monthly bulletin of the Aruba Central Bank shows: 

Net foreign asset January 2013 rose 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Africa has favourable me¬ 
dium-term economic prospects 
although growth rates haven’t 
recovered to pre-crisis levels, 
according to a report released 
yesterday that also fingered 
rising inequality and abusive 
practices by multinationals. 

"With projected growth of 
4.8 percent in 2013 and 5.3 per¬ 
cent in 2014, Africa’s growth 
performance would continue to 
remain below average growth 
... preceding the 2009 global re¬ 
cession," the report co-authored 
by the OECD found. 

The continent needs seven 
percent growth to reduce po¬ 
verty, while its population in¬ 
creases by two percent a year, 
according to the 2013 African 
Economic Outlook. 

Africa grew by 6.6 percent 
last year, mostly thanks to oil- 
giant Libya’s economic reco¬ 
very from a slump during the 
unrest that toppled Moammar 
Kadhafi in 2011. 

But poverty isn’t falling fast 
enough, according to the re¬ 
port, which was produced in 


collaboration with the African 
Development Bank (AfDB), 
Economic Commission for 
Africa (ECA) and UN Deve¬ 
lopment Program (UNDP). 

"The pace of poverty reduc¬ 
tion in most countries is falling 
short of the Millennium Deve¬ 
lopment Goals (MDG) tar¬ 
gets," the report found. 

Despite the progress the re¬ 
port also marked "increased in¬ 
come inequalities and in some 
countries deteriorating levels 
of health and education." 

It encouraged countries to 
diversify their economies on 
the back of growth. 

"Now is the time to step up 
the tempo," the authors said. 

"More equitable human de¬ 
velopment requires that Afri¬ 
can countries accelerate their 
economic transformation, so 
they can become more compe¬ 
titive and create more gainful 
jobs." 

The report also emphasised 
the importance of tax reform, 
especially fairer tax agree¬ 
ments with multinational com¬ 
panies. 


ORANJESTAD — During the 
month of January 2013, money 
supply rose by Afl. 33.0 mil¬ 
lion to Afl.

22.9 million 
decrease in non-credit related 
balance sheet items, which was 
almost completely offset by an 
Afl. 21.6 million increase in 
domestic credit. The latter was 
largely due to a rise of Afl. 
13.4 million in claims on the 


ABU DHABI (AFP) - Current 
oil prices are "convenient and 
fair," the United Arab Emi¬ 
rates’ energy minister said yes¬ 
terday ahead of a meeting of 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, OPEC. 

Suhail al-Mazrouei de¬ 
scribed a recent drop in oil 
prices as a "short-term pheno¬ 
menon not caused by the fun¬ 
damentals of the market," in 
remarks carried by WAM news 
agency. 

"We think that current 
prices are convenient and fair," 
said the minister who was ap¬ 
pointed in March. 

A fair price, he added, was 
one that "fluctuates within a 
narrow range, guarantees a re¬ 
turn for large investments nee¬ 
ded to produce oil, and does not 
harm global economic growth." 

OPEC is to meet this week 
in Vienna.

This increase was largely due 
to higher non-tax receipts of 
Afl. 1.7 million. In addition, 
tax revenue went up slightly by 
Afl.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Moviegoers raced to see "Fast 
& Furious 6" as it debuted over 
the holiday weekend, earning 
the action sequel a massive 
$98.5 million take, industry es¬ 
timates showed Sunday. 

The latest installment in the 
action-packed film franchise, 
starring Vin Diesel and 
Michelle Rodriguez, did 
earned the top slot at the box 
office during the Memorial 
Day holiday weekend, seen as 
the unofficial start of summer 
in the United States. 

Second place went to the 
debauched bachelors of "The 
Hangover Part III," which got 
a jump on the weekend by 
opening on Wednesday, and 
collected an anticipated $42.4 
million from Friday to Sunday, 
box office tracker Exhibitor 
Relations said. 

Third place went to another 
sequel, "Star Trek: Into Dark¬ 
ness" which earned $38 mil¬ 
lion as it fell from first place 
last week. 

"Epic" a 3-D animated fam¬ 


ily film about a teenage girl 
who gets miniaturized Thum- 
belina-size, was fourth with 
$34.2 million in tickets sold. 

Super-hero blockbuster se¬ 
quel "Iron Man 3," starring 
Robert Downey Jr as the title 
character, took in $19.4 million 
for the number five spot, while 
"The Great Gatsby," Baz 
Luhrmann's adaptation of the 
literary classic, was sixth with

Seventh place was claimed 
by "Mud," a coming-of-age 
story starring Matthew Mc- 
Conaughey and Reese Wither¬ 
spoon, taking in $1.95 million. 

"42" - a biopic about trail- 
blazing black baseball star 
Jackie Robinson — was eighth, 
with $1.25 million in tickets 
sold. 

The ninth spot went to "The 
Croods," a stone-age cartoon 
which earned $1.2 million. 

Rounding out the top 10 
was "Oblivion," a post-apoca¬ 
lyptic action flick featuring 
Tom Cruise, which earned 
$815,000.

KATHMANDU (AFP) - Three 
climbers, including a Japanese 
woman and a Spanish man, are 
missing and feared dead on 
Nepal's rugged Dhaulagiri 
mountain, tourism officials 
said Monday. 

Chijuko Kono, 67, of Japan, 
Spain's Juanjo Garra, 50, and a 
Nepalese guide Dawa Sherpa 
went missing on Friday as they 
attempted to climb the world's 
seventh highest peak, tourism 
ministry official Dipendra 
Paudel told AFP. 

"They were at Camp Four at 
7,800 metres (25,590 feet) 
(and) I cannot say whether they 
reached the top," said Paudel. 

The trio were part of a larger 
expedition comprising 21 
climbers when they went miss¬ 
ing, said Tilak Pandey, another 
official at the tourism ministry. 
The remaining climbers are 
safe, he added. 

The 8,167-metre Dhaulagiri 
has a high death rate for 
climbers according to Hi¬ 
malayan Database, a statistical 
hub run by Kathmandu-based 
mountaineering expert Eliza¬ 
beth Hawley. 

Every May hundreds of 
climbers attempt to scale peaks 
in the Himalayas when weather 
conditions are at their best. 

Eight people died on Mount 
Everest, the world's tallest 
peak, this season while five 
climbers are feared dead on 
Kanchenjunga mountain, 
which is the world's third high¬ 
est peak. 

More than 300 people have 
died on Everest since it was 
first conquered by Edmund 
Hillary and Tenzing Norgay in 
1953.

Spain police find bodies 
of missing Dutch duo 



MADRID (AFP) - Spanish po¬ 
lice found two bodies on Mon¬ 
day which they indicated were 
likely those of former Dutch 
international volleyball player 
Ingrid Visser and her partner, 
who have been missing since 
the middle of May. 

Visser, 35, and her partner 
Lodewijk Severein, 57, disap¬ 
peared on May 13 shortly after 
checking into a hotel in Mur¬ 
cia. Their rental car was found 
nine days later on a street in 
the southeastern Spanish city. 

Their disappearance sparked 
intense media interest in the 
Netherlands and volunteers 
plastered the streets of Murcia 
with posters calling for infor¬ 
mation about the whereabouts 
of the pair. 

Murcia police chief Cirilo 
Duran told a press conference 


that all the "outward signs" 
suggested that the bodies 
found belonged to the missing 
couple, but added that police 
are still awaiting results from a 
DNA analysis to confirm the 
findings. 

"What is clear is that it was 
a violent death," he said. 

Duran said three people 
have been arrested in the case. 

Spanish media, citing 
sources close to the investiga¬ 
tion, reported that the bodies 
were found in a shallow grave 
near Murcia. 

Visser was part of the 
Netherlands's gold medal-win¬ 
ning team at the European 
Championship in 1995 and 
played for a volleyball team in 
Murcia between 2009 and 
2011. 


Footballs Openly gay 
Rogers makes un¬ 
forgettable MLS 
debut 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Rob¬ 
bie Rogers first tried to play 
down the historic aspect of be¬ 
coming the first openly gay man 
to play in a major North Ameri¬ 
can team sports league, but the 
Los Angeles Galaxy winger fi¬ 
nally gave in. 

"I won't ever forget tonight," 
Rogers tweeted after his substi¬ 
tute's role in a 4-0 home victory 
Sunday over Seattle. 

The 26-year-old American 
walked onto the pitch and into 
the history books in the 77th 
minute to replace Juninho and 
found everything was "normal" 
despite admitting he was nerv¬ 
ous for hours before the match. 

"I guess part of me was just 
afraid — not afraid, but a little 
nervous," Rogers said after the 
match. 

"Historically this is a big 
thing, but for me, if s just another 
soccer game... But I'm not naive. 
I know people are watching." 



How spectators responded 
was something that had been 
pondered since Rogers, who de¬ 
clared his homosexuality and 
announced his retirement in 
February, decided to make a 
comeback and joined the 
Galaxy last Friday. 

A crowd of 24,811 applauded 
and loudly cheered Rogers' 
name as he entered, receiving a 
hand slap and pat on the back 
from teammate Landon Dono¬ 
van. 
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NBA: No place like road for Heat 
in playoffs

NDIANAPOLIS (AFP)-De¬ 
fending NBA champion 
Miami, unbeaten away from 
home in five playoff games 
this year, approaches Tues¬ 
day’s critical contest at Indiana 
looking forward to a hostile at¬ 
mosphere. 

Miami rolled over the host 
Pacers 114-96 on Sunday to 
seize a 2-1 lead in the best-of- 
seven Eastern Conference fi¬ 
nals. The winner will meet 
either San Antonio or Mem¬ 
phis in the NBA Finals that 
begin on June 6. 

Asked to explain the Heat’s 
road success, NBA Most Valu¬ 
able Player LeBron James said 
he and his teammates simply 
enjoy a challenge. 
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”1 just think it’s the adver¬ 
sity, the opponents’ fans, that 
we love to come in and try to 
take a game from a team on 
their home floor,” James said. 

Wade said the Heat, who 
won a league-high 66 games 
in the regular season, sense 
there is a reduced margin for 
error in away games. 

The Heat made a narrow es¬ 
cape in game one, needing a 
James layup at the buzzer to 
eke out a one-point victory 
over Indiana, and lost game 
two, but a victory at Indi¬ 
anapolis would put them on 


the brink of returning to the 
final. 

Often it is James who has the 
hot hand, whether taking the 
shots or forcing double cover¬ 
age that leaves a teammate 
open for a quick pass and a 
clear shot.

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Tennis: Nadal survives scare, 
Sharapova serves up storm 



Rafael Nadal Defeats Daniel Brands to Advance at 2013 
French Open 


PARIS (AFP) - Rafael Nadal’s 
bid for an historic eighth 
French Open title was almost 
spectacularly derailed on Mon¬ 
day by big-hitting German 
Daniel Brands. 

But there were no such prob¬ 
lems for defending women's 
champion Maria Sharapova 
who eased past Taiwan's Hsieh 
Su-Wei in just 54 minutes, sur¬ 
rendering only eight points on 
serve. 

Seven-time champion Nadal 
dropped the opening set of a 
Grand Slam for the first time in 
his career before he prevailed 
4-6, 7-6 (7/4), 6-4, 6-3 against 
a player who had lost all four of 
his previous matches in Paris. 

The Spaniard, who before 
this year had only lost once in 
53 outings at Roland Garros, 
came into the tournament hav¬ 
ing won six titles in eight finals 
since he returned from a sev¬ 
enth-month injury lay-off. 

But the 26-year-old was 
caught cold by world number 
59 Brands who unleashed a 
fearless barrage of attacks off 
both sides to leave the third 
seed reeling. 

It was almost a carbon copy 
of the tactics employed by 


Robin Soderling, the only man 
to beat Nadal in Paris four 
years ago, and Lukas Rosol, 
who dumped the Spaniard out 


of Wimbledon last year. 

Brands even led 3/0 in the 
second set tie-breaker as he ap¬ 
peared poised to deliver the 
first defeat of a men's cham¬ 
pion in the opening round in 
tournament history. 

But Nadal eventually found 
his rhythm to steady the ship as 
the 25-year-old German even¬ 
tually ran out of firepower. 

Czech fifth seed Tomas 


Berdych was the biggest casu¬ 
alty of the day when the 2010 
semi-finalist fell to French 
wildcard Gael Monfils. 

Monfils, whose career has 
been plagued recently by a 
knee injury, triumphed 7-6 
(10/8), 6-4, 6-7 (3/7), 6-7 (4/7), 
7-5 in a shade over four hours. 

The flamboyant 26-year-old 
Frenchman, a semi-finalist in 
2008, will next tackle in-form 
Ernests Gulbis. 

Sharapova brushed past hap¬ 
less world number 42 Hsieh, 6- 
2, 6-1 and will next face 
Canadian teenager Eugenie 
Bouchard. 

Sharapova, who completed a 
career Grand Slam in Paris in 
2012, fired 25 winners to 


Hsieh's eight and kept her un¬ 
forced errors to just four 
against 24. 

The Russian second seed had 
her match shifted to Court 
Suzanne Lenglen while Mon¬ 
fils and Berdych slugged it out 
on Court Philippe Chatrier. 

Sharapova was joined in the 
next round by three former 
champions — Li Na, Svetlana 
Kuznetsova and Francesca 
Schiavone.
